With the American Army in France, 
March 14.—American raiders in the 
sector north of Tuol again entered the 
German trenches last night at a dif­ 
ferent spot than they raided yester­ 
day. 
They found the German first lines 
ev acuated, as in the morning attack, 
and took no prisoners. 
The American arffRery put down n 
perfect b arrage, simultaneously ham­ 
mering the German b atteries in the 
rear. Machine guns whipped the Ger­ 
man trenches where the wire entangle­ 
ments had b een cut. 
Along thé Chemin des Dames the 
crew of a German air raider, which 
fell at Clamecy Monday night, was 
made prisoner b y American soldiers, 
The Germans later were turned ov er 
to the French. 
The American forces northwest of 
Toul carried out an im portant raid 
on the German lines Monday night. 
TUe artillery preparation lasted 45 
minutes 
and the Americans entered 
the German defenses as far as the sec­ 
ond line. 
They found a numb er of 
German dead from shell fire, and some 
of those who were retreating wore shot 
down. 
The American pioneers accompany­ 
ing the infantry b lew up enemy dug- 
outs. 
No prisoners wore taken, chiei- 
ly b ecause of the fact that the Ger­ 
mans did not remain to fight, b ut ran 
precipitately at tit 
approach of the 
Americans. 
All 
the Americans 
re­ 
turned to their own lines, and consid­ 
erab le information was secured.

which 200 gus projectors had b een set 
up ready for a gas attack.

Genera l Ba rry 
y H E ROCKFORD REGISTER-GAZETTE has the following editorial on 
the remov al of General Barry from command at Camp Grant: 
General 
Barry ’s many Rockford friends will sy mpathize with that grim warrior 
in the keen disappointment he mu st feel In not being permitted to lead the 
Eighty -six th div ision to France. 
The general saw the first draft increment 
of the u ntrained, bu t bu oy ant y ou ng Americans march singing and whis­ 
tling into the National Army camp; he has seen these and other incre­ 
ments grow rapidly into the statu re of real fighting men, deft of hand, 
qu ick of ey e and firm of mu scle, a host any man wou ld be happy to lead 
against the enemies of democracy . 
Priv ately and pu blicly he has told of 
bis pride in them. 
He has laid the grou ndwork of a fine div ision and he 
has looked forward eagerly to the time when he wou ld direct Its destinies 
“ov er there” ; with special eagerness in fact ev er since he was permitted 
to go across in adv ance and get an intimate v iew of men and methods on 
the western front. 
Then, too, General Barry has a son in the serv ice and 
the thou ght that he is not to be permitted to share the dangers of the con­ 
flict with tho boy who was so prompt to enlist mu st add force to the 
blow be has su stained. 
General Barry is nearing the age of retirement, y et his associates hav e 
not eeen In his well-knit frame and stu rdy stride any indication of y ears. 
Bu t the dictu m of the war departments on both sides of the sea appears to 
be that the rigors of the modern war game are for y ou nger leaders; “old 
metr for cou nsel, y ou ng men for war”. 
General Barry is a soldier— he has 
giv en forty -one y ears to the serv ice of his cou ntry — and he will bow to the 
orders of his su periors in the department and take cheerfu lly and deter­ 
minedly the du ties giv en him to do at home. 
His su ccessor will find that 
General Barry has done his work here well. 


Meeting Emerg encies 
EMERGENCIES are what the American Red Cross thriv es u pon. 
The 
proof of this assertion, say s Captain Edny fred H. Williams, of Chicago, 
who is back from France, is fou nd in the way the Red Cross is meeting 
the shortage of shipping. 
His work ov er there was in the pu rchasing department of the Red 
Cross. 
As the space on ships became less and less av ailable for the trans­ 
portation of Red Cross su pplies, it was necessary to bu y as mu ch materia! 
In Eu rope as possible. 
“The Red Cross bu y s su pplies in France, England and Italy , and will 
do ao In Spain when negotiations are completed, becau se ou r gov ernment 
needs ev ery inch on ships to transport troops and mu nitions,” he ex plained 
“Ev ery thing is bou ght on a strictly bu siness basis by men specially trained 
In American indu stries, working generally withou t pay . 
“Ou r ability to giv e relief to Italy when the Au stro-Gernians su ddenly 
•wooped down u pon them last au tu mn is accou nted for in this policy of 
keeping ou r warehou ses in France stocked u p. 
Had w3 sat down and 
waited for the time when enou gh ships wou ld hav e be w av ailable to 
g et all ou r goods from America the Italians wou ld hav e su ffered immeasu r 
ably and possibly wou ld not hav e rallied as they did following ou r relief 


work. 
“ Ev ery ton of su pplies we bu y in Eu rope makes one more ton av ail­ 
able for the American army and one more ton av ailable for the shipment 
from America of su rgical dressings and other Red Cross su pplies made by 
American women.” 
Captain Williams confirms the reports of all other 
officers who hav e 
tw*en to France, that the Red Cross has su stained the French 
people and 
Acmj wonderfu lly and that they are ready for the try ing day s ahead. 


Wilso n to Russia 
pRESIDENT WILSON has commu nicated to the Ru ssian people throu gh 
tbeir assembly the desire of America to deliv er them from u nder the 
heel of the kaiser. 
America cannot do it alone, bu t America can fu lfill 
a large part of that u ndertaking. It is engaged in that mission today . 
Be­ 
fore this cou ntry is throu gh the Hu ns will be accepting some terms not. on 
their present program. 
The freeing of Ru ssia will be one of them. 
That 
is the message of the commu nication to the sov iet at Fetrograd from the 
head of the American gov ernment. 
It wou ld be a v ery poor fu lfillment of the American part of the war 
that left the military spirit of conq u est rewarded by the annex ation of Ru s­ 
sia. 
That is practically what the kaiser is assu ming today . 
Ru ssia loses 
all her coast prov inces by the peace treaty signed by the Lenine gov ern­ 
ment. 
Lenine has all along been su pposed to be the catspaw of the kaiser 
The new treaty of his gov ernment with the Germans is the final ev idence 
a t his treason and knav ery . 
That program looks good from the standpoint 
of the lu st of conqu est at Berlin, hu t it does not look good to the ou tside 
world, fighting for its fu tu re protection against Pru ssian aggression. 
The notice serv ed in the form of friendly assu rances to the sov iet 
meant* that the breaking u p of foreign domination ov er Ru ssia will be one 
of the cardinal aims of the allies. 
The rest of the world is not going to 
bu y off Pru ssians. 
It lies in ou r power to u pset the Berlin program, ev en 
at the cost of wiping ou t the Pru ssians from the family of nations if they 
refu se to conform to the principles of world peace.

A few day s ag o it was annou nced 
that German and Au stro-IIu ng arian 
forces were nine miles from Odessa, 
a Black sea city of 450,000 inhabitants 
and the g reat g rain port of Ru ssia.

mov able materials and equ ipment. 
“Day and nig ht motortru cks laden

writers and machine g u ns, mattresses 
and bombs—mov e toward the railroad 
station, following the street car tracks 
to av oid the heav y banks of accu mu ­ 
lated snow. 
Crews Div ide Ships’ Equipment. 
“When the sov iet decided to ev acu ­ 
ate IVtrog rad the crews of the three 
warships in the Nev a held meeting s 
and decided that as far as they were 
concerned the w ar was ov er and that 
each sailor was free to retu rn to his 
v illag e. The silv er plate, crockery , and 
ev ery particle of the mov able equ ip­ 
ment were div ided and distribu ted so 
that each member of the crew re­ 
ceiv ed approx imately an equ al share. 
“A sailor presiding at one of the 
meeting s presented a resolu tion au ­ 
thorizing the distribu tion with the ar­ 
g u ment that the warships formerly be- 
contlnu ed i long ed to the czar, bu t that the rev o­ 
lu tion made theru the people’s prop­ 
erty . 
As It was Impossible to div ide 
equ ally the three cru isers among 180,- 
000,000 people of Ru ssia, the crews of 
those three ships had a perfect rig ht 
to div ide tlie materials, prov ided they 
relinqu ished claim to any other prop­ 
erties of the former czar.

“Ev ery thing in the Ru ssian army 
and nav y is now in a process of liqu ida­ 
tion In a similar manner.

are div iding cash, reserv e clothing and 
su pplies. 
The au tomobile u nits are 
selling their motors and su pplies and 
div iding the proceeds, while the com­ 
missariat is making an equ al distribu ­ 
tion of food. 
The psy cholog ical formu la of the sol­ 
dier u nits today is to g ather all the 
loot and spoils possible, div ide them 
equ ally , and retu rn to their nativ e v il­ 
lag es as qu ickly ak they cu n for the 
pu rpose of being present when the 
land is redistribu ted.
